COM3 TITUTION: 

ARTICLE V OFFICERS: 

Section 7. Eligiblity for nomination to office require attendance of 
at least two meetings during the previous calendar year.

THE LETTER 
AND 

THE LAST WORD PROM 
HENRY BLAHA

Today I received a leister, but allow me to start from the beginning.

"THREE COVERS FEATURING ELONGATED »

In the past three years three covers have been issued from Colorado Springs, 
Colorado, featuring elongated coins. 

The first cover, a costcard of the ANA headquarters in the Springs was is¬ 
sued April IS, 1971*, to commemorate the first day of the 1971 National Coin 
Week. The rolled-out penny used is printed with wording relevant to the 
occasion. Also noted is the date. A 50 blue Washington stamp was used. It 
is limited to 100, is a popular cover, hard to come by and considered expen¬ 
sive. 

Number tv/o cover was issued on June 7th from Colorado Springs to commemorate 
the 14th annual commencement of the United States Air Force Academy which is 
located in the Springs. A group of marching cadets decorate the envelope 

while the stamp used is the 80 Peace Corps commemorative-red, white, and 

blue. The elongated is a cent depicting the beautiful Academy Cadet chapel. 
The issue is limited to 250. 

The most recent addition honors the 15th commencement of the Air Force Aca¬ 
demy and it is limited to 300. The elongated used also depicts the chapel 
but it is rolled on a Jefferson nickel and is dated 1973. The stamp is a 
USPO.
